Acting on suggestion vf the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce has gone on rec- 
ord ds favoring permission for na- 
tional banks, under regulation of 
the Comptroller of the Currency, 
to establish branches within its 
own city if a State bank in the 
same town is permitted to open 


branches. 


The chamber also recommend- 
ed that national banks be given 
indeterminate charters, subject to 
forfeiture for cause at the will of 
Congress. At the.same time, the 
chamber advised that such banks 
be authorized to deal in invest- 
ment securities on a basis not in- 


consistent with the generally rec-., 


ognized principles of sound bank- 
ing practice. 

National banks should be au- 
thorized to make mortgage loans 
on city real estate for periods of 
not more than five

The International Sunday 


School Lesson for July 26 is—"The 


Council at jerusalem’ —Acts xv:/-29. 


Kaa, the python, and Hathi, the 
elephant, were wisest of the jungle- 
folk because they had lived long- 
est and had seen ‘most. They had 
@ historical sense. So they could 
always throw the light of the past 
upon the present. That is why 
they were never excited or afraid. 

That same sort of wisdom is 
brought to our distracted modern 
Christians by the present Sunday 
school lesson; which shows that 
“fundamentalist - modernist” 
disagreement, or conservative 
versus liberal controversy, is as 
old as the Christian church herself. 
Frantic folk who fear that our 
faith is being wrecked by the cur- 
rent controversies should take a 
long look back through the ages, 


to the first church council. Chris-|. 


tianity has survived many ea dis- 
agreement and debate; and it will 
survive many more. 

Obviously, this is the very time 
to study about historic divisions in 
the Christian church. We need all 
the light we can get from the old- 
est beacons. The Antioch Church, 
mother of missions and of progres- 
sivism, was too liberal to suit some 
of the ultra-orthodox members of 
the Jerusalem Church. So emis- 
saries had been sent to seek to 
crowd the Antioch brotherhood 
back into the Old Testament forms 
and ceremonials. 

That is what Paul and Barna- 
bas found when they got home 
from their first missionary tour. 
Enthusiasm over the return and 
triumphs of the missionaries at first 
obscured this local unsettlement. 
The church at Antioch held a con- 
ference of its own to hear the 
thrilling tale of the adventures of 
ite representatives. Their story

“To move among the people on 
the common street; to meet them 
in the market place on equal 
terme; to live among them not as 
saint or monk, but as brother-man 
with brother-man; to serve God 
not with form or ritual, but in the 
free impulse of a soul; to bear the 
burdens of society and relieve its 
needs; to carry on the multitudl- 
nous activities of the city—social, 
commercial, political, philanthropic 
-—-in Christ's spirit and for his 
ends: this is the religion of the 
Son of Man and the only meetness

THEATER'S EVOLUTION 

Perhaps one of the most inter- 
esting and amazing phases of the 
industry’s growth has been the 
evolution of the motion-picture 
theater. For instance, back in 
1908, when the films could be de- 
‘scribed as literally in the jungie 
stage, one exhibitor recollects >the 
method then used by his house for 
the comfort of patrons. An old 
exhaust fan, formerly belonging to 
a saw mill, was rchased, and 
when the cooling device was at- 
tached, the theater ¢ ricity be- 
came so low that it was almost im- 
possible to run the film. 

Today, in one of our tocal 
houses, the Metropolitan, there is 
@ cooling plant, the cest of which 
runs into the hundreds of thou- 
rands of dollars. By a special sys- 
orced in from 
above and used alr sucked out 
through floor apparatus. 

Again, the early houses were 
comparatively inexpensive both in 
eonstruction and aite. Returning 
again to the historic 1908, another 
exhibitor remarks that he and an 
associate, with a joint capital of 
$126, started a tiny picture house, 
somewhere on the East Side. Now 
Loew's State, with its Seyenth and 
Broadway liocation, occupies ere 
erty the value of which probably 
exceeds that of all the combined 
theater sites of 1908.

into an inviting leather seat and 
sees, without moving an inch, the 
screen, for the floor is carefully 


graded.

early days or the open-air houses.

9, 1850, California was admitted 
into the Union as a State. There- 
fore California as a State of the 
Union is seventy-five years old and 
this fact .is to be celebrated 
throughout the year.

UNE PERMITS PASS TOTAL 
OF LEADING COAST CITIES 


Los Angeles Values Exceed Sum of 
Portland, San Francisco, 
Oakland and Seattle 


first and Chicago second. 

The total Los Angeles valuations 
for the first six months of the year 
topped the total valuations for the 
States of Washington and Oregon 
-by $25,035,206 and were 35 per 
cent of the totel valuations for 
California. Should permit valua- 
tions continue to be issued in the 
city at the same sate, all former 
building records will be smashed 
at the end of the year. Reports 
from offices of architects, contract- 
ors and buliding and loan associa- 
tions indicate that this will occur. 

During the first half of 1926 a 
new high record in building activi- 
ties has been achieved by the Pa- 
cific Coast cities. 


RECORD PERIOD 


A greater volume of building per- 
mits has been issued during the 
past wix months than during any 
comparable previous period. More 
than 100,000 permits were issued 
in eighty-two principal cities of the 
Pacific Coast during the first half 
of the year, calling for a total es- 
timated construction cost of $276,- 
065,466, according to official re- 
turns from building-department ex- 
ecutives reported in the National 
Monthly Building Survey of 8. W. 
Straus & Co, 

This total shows an increase of 
8 per cent over the first half-year 
figure for last year, an increase of 
4 per cent over that for 1923 and 
an increase of 44 per cent over the 
total for the first six months of 
1922 for the same list of cities. 
This report amply sustains the pre- 
dictions of bullding-industry ex- 
perts, published some nmionths ago, 
that 1925 is to be a banner year in 
construction activities. 

With half the year gone carry 
ing such a record, and with noth- 
ing now in evidence which seems 
likely to reduce the current build- 
ing program, a new annual record 
may confidently be expected with 
the close of the next six months, 
the Straus survey says.

Q.: Will you kindly tell me how 
a money me for 
labor? 

A.: The filing of a lien is a 
very technical matter and should 
be carefully done. We are ad- 
vised you can secure blank forms 
from any leading stationery store. 
Be sure to name the amount, what 
it is for, with dates, the name of 
the person who employed you, and 
the name of the owner of the 
property, and the correct legal de- 
scription of the property. The lien 
must be signed by you, sworn to 
before a notary public and filed 
in the office of the County Re- 
corder in which the property is 
located. It should be filed within 
thirty days after the filing of the 
notice of completion, or, if no no- 
tice’ is filed, within ninety days 
after completion.

In a vague way the sages of old knew 
the value of sunlight, but it has taken mod- 
ern scientific research to place these values 
im definite, specific and concrete terms.

No white man had come along 
to tell them, for the oliff dwellers dwelt in 
these inaccessible places and farmed the 
mesas and valleys many Centuries ago. 


How do we know they practiced farming? 
That's easy. Corncobs and beans have been 
found in the ruins of their dwellings. More- 
over, the remains of irrigation ditches are 
there still. One system of ditches distrib- 
uting from the so-called Montezuma’'s Well, 
is preserved forever by the fossilizing effect 
of the minerals the water carried. Nor is 
this all. Not just the dead relics of crops, 
but even the kernel of life has come down 
through the silent ages. From a 
preseftved in an olla in one of 
Creek ruins, plants were grown 
seed propagated until now the 
cliff dwellers is grown in many 
Southwest. It ts biluish-white, 
outiine to the Lima, but thicker. 
most identical in color and appearance to 
the Chilean bean tried out with fair suc 
cess on_the Irvine Ranch, Orange county, 
California, in 1924. This cliff dwellers’ bean 
has been named “Aztec” and small quanti- 
ties of seed are distributed upon request by 
Neil Erickson, government ranger at the 
Walnut Canyon Cliff Dwellings, Flagstaff. 


The corn raised by the cliff dwellers has 
all gone but the cobs remain to vouch for it. 
That it was a true corn, an improvement on 
the maise of Eastern America when Colum- 
bus arrived, appears certain. The Pima, 
Hopi, Zuni and other Pueblo Indians were 
raising such corn when the Spaniards came 
through in 1540. Im fact stores of such corn 
enabled the Spaniards to pass through sev- 
eral winters in the new land, much to the 
misfortune of the Indians. 

It is probable that the cliff dwellers 
raised squash, and undoubtedly they culti- 
vated gourds, handy for dippers and dance- 
rattles. Relics of sandals indicate that .hey 
used yucca and other fibrous plants for gar- 
ment making. Nor did they lack wool and 
cotton of wild varieties—the wool obtained 
from mountain sheep and the cotton from 
the wild plants that grow today.. Game 
was plentiful and buckskin undoubtedly 
was the best wearing material then as it is 
among the Indians today. Of domesticated 
animals and beasts of burden there is no 
evidence. Legends of the Indians tell of 
semi-domesticated flocks of turkeys which 
were herded by the girls in true European 

fashion. It is not improbable that 
they kept turkeys, as their settlements were 
in the heart of the wild turkey country. 
Wild turkeys still exist there.

it is hard to tell which is top and-which is 
bottom of a photograph of it.

The following recipe for poisoning snails, 
“sow bugs,” “pill bugs” and the like is re- 
ported be efficacious: Mix one pound of 
calciu arsenate and sixteen pounds of 
bran dry and moisten to make a crumbly 
mash. Scatter late in the evening after the 
premises have been wet thoroughly, and 
sprinkle lightly just before dark for three 
or four days. It is necessary to repeat 
treatment after four months have passed to 
catch new hatchings of snails. Unless the 
mixture is scattered very lightly around 
late in the evening, birds that the house- 
holder does not wish to harm may get it be- 
fore the real culprits have a chance to con- 


sume it.

They may 
be cold-packed or canned as a marmalade. 
Peaches—Everybody likes canned peach- 
és. Commercial canners prefer clings as 
they hold their shape better. For home 
canning the freestones are most popular al- 
though they are apt to be mushy. The Barly 
Urawford is still a favorite. Peel with lye 
solution, pit by halving and cold-pack. A 
20 to 40 per cent syrup is common but taste 
is the guide. Pickled peaches are made by 
washing the fruit, sking may be left on or 
removed. Stick several cloves into each 
fru and simmer gently for half to three 
Guarters of an hour in 4 syrup made of 
sugar, vinegar and water. A stick of cin- 
namon, a little piece of sassafras bark or 
any other spice desired may be added to 
the syrup. Pack in jars, add syrup and seal. 
Pears—No fruit excels a good, ripe Bart- 
let pear properly canned, and the commer- 
cial packs are very good. Select sound, 
ripe fruit only. This is important. Peel 
with a sharp knife, halve or quarter, core, 
removing bud and stem. Keep in cold wa- 
ter till ready to pack to prevent discolora- 
tion. A 25 per cent syrup is enough with 
properly ripened fruit. Some use more. 
Can as with peaches. A variation is made 
by cutting smaller, using half the weight of 
sugar, one lemon to a pound of fruit, juice, 
pulp, and rind ground fine, boil till clear 
and thick and add a small amount of crys- 
tallized ginger, can and seal. 
Quinces—Quinces can be made into » 
substitute for apples. They may be run 
through the food chopper and a small quan- 
tity of apple, lemor juice and a stick of 
cinnamon added. They keep well without 
canning so this perparation may be used 
fresh, although it cans well.

Meate—Cut meat up as for Hamburg or 
sausage, make up in balls an inch or so in 
diameter, cook in jars and cover with a 


cessed and sealed. When fish is plentiful 
the larger varieties may be packed in jars, 
cooked in them and sealed. It requires 
three hours of cooking. In a climatewhere 
fresh meat cannot be kept over a week 
under the best conditions the canned meat 
has been kept perfectly for years. The 
broth of the meat may be used with it for 
liquid and is preferable to water. 

Chicken—When there are too many roost- 
ers, cockerels or old hens and the market is 
depressed they may be cut up, placed in 
jare and cooked for about three hours. Or 
the broth may be used after stewing and 
then it may be cooked in the boiler till it 
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forty-five minutes 
degrees.

for a lye solution for peeling fruit. It 
be strong enough to loosen the peel qui 
and must be used boiling or nearly so. Put 
fruit in a sieve or colander and leave 
the solution about twenty seconds, then put 
it under a spray of cold water which will re 
move the peel. The peel of well-ripened 
fruit will come off easier than that from 
fruit which is greener. 

Fruit butter may be made from odds and 
ends mixed together. The pits and peels 
of fruit have some pulp left on them. Stew 
them till softened, work through a sieve, 
put in jars and seal.
